“ The new presiding elder is one of 
the ab lest evangelists in the Rock 
River conference and is b y no means 
uew to the work he is ab out to under­ 
take. 
For many years his lab ors have 
b een carried forward in this confer­ 
ence and his efforts have b een very 
fruitful to the church. 
*’l)r. VanHorne hns b een an edifying 
Christian ever since he was 17 years 
old. 
At that age he was converted to 
religion and his years of pastoral work 
and fidelity to his calling have amply 
demonstrated the deep impression that 
was made upon him at the time he 
turned from the world. 
“ In 1861 Dr. Van Horne enlisted in 
the Fnlon army as a private of Battery 
B, First Illinois Light Aartillery, and 
remained with that b attery for ab out a 
year.

After the war he came into the Bock 
River conference and for two years 
n« eached to a charge at Oregon, 111.

For forty years his father 
had exclusive cha rge of the work, and 
now his son has fallen heir to it.

gold is packul in little rolls wrapped 
in c a n v a s b ags, the small b ags incaf-ed 
in b igger and heavier ones. 
Then the 
b ig b ags are put into kegs and the in­ 
terstices tilled with sawdust to prevent 
ab rasion, for gold tha t rolls around 
loses value. 
Some of this gold stays in its w rap­ 
pings for months or years: it may have 
traveled twenty times across the ocean 
or b een in some b ank vault. 
No spec 
ial guard attends the trucks, for the 
little kegs are their own 
protection 
Each 
contains 
ab out $60,000, 
and. 
small as they are two men would have 
hard work lifting one of them. 
When 
gold is sent across the ocean it is stored 
in the ship’s vault, the purser takes 
sole c ha rge of the keys aud sees that 
the vault is covered fathoms deep with 
the heaviest kind of freight.

W e got out of it luckily; only 
one ma n wounded. 
W e were relieved by a compa ny of 
the 17th a nd went to Angeles to join 
our regiment. 
T he da y before we left 
the niggers tried ';o re ca pture the 
town, but did not succeed. W e thought 
they ha d no a rtillery, but were mis­ 
ta ken. 
One evening just a bout seven 
o’clock they sta rted to » hell the town 
They did no da ma ge, 
but they ma de 
it disa greea ble. 
W hen they sta rt­ 
ed to 
shell 
the town 
we gra bbed 
our 
rilles 
a nd 
lined 
up 
rea dy 
for a fight. 
W h ile we were sta nding 
in line a 6hel 1 ca me screa ming over 
our hea ds. 
W e a ll sca ttered like a lot 
of chica ens when they see a ha wk. 
Our a rtillery went out a nd fired a few 
shells tha t did do da ma ge. 
They dis­ 
lodged one of their guns a nd killed the 
gunners. 
Tnen the firing stopped. 
A 
f jw da ys la ter the niggers ditched one 
of our tra ins. 
Two of our men a nd six 
of the niggers were killed. 
Aguina ldo 
relea sed a ll America n 
prisoners. 
They a ll looked well a nd 
were well dressed, 
Aguina ldo ga ye 
them ea ch 84 when they left Ta rla c 
where they were confined. 
They were 
brought in by five officers of the insur­ 
gent a rmy. 
Genera ls Otis, La wton 
a nd Overshine ca me up from Ma nila to 
meet the prisoners a ndkhe entire pa rty 
went to Ma nila . 
Fighting J oe W heeler is in Angeles. 
His hea dqua rters is next to our qua r­ 
ters.
